The victory, while it certainly did not astonish the experts, was the | 
climax of a thrilling fight, in which the Frenchman fairly outdid the cham- | 
pion in every department of boxing except punching. He outsparred Jack | 
in the first round, in the second he shook him savagely and got home that | 
Overhand right with such terriffic effect that for a time it looked like | 
Dempsey would drop. In the third he almost lifted Dempsey's head off his | 
shoulders with a beautifully timed and placed uppercut. 

But Dempsey took it all, some with difficulty, some with a shake of | 
his head, crowding in for more each time as soon as the cobwebs cleared 
from his brain. His superior phy sique and great strength twiee pulled him 
through when he appeared to be on the verge of going down

they had been able to store leas than 


movement of the wheat begins, 
around July 10, there will be consid- 
erably less than 10,000 empty care 
within the State. 

Cars in Bad Condition. 

The railroad managers assert that 
the cause for this condition is the 
large number of bad order cars be- 
ing returned to them. Every car 
coming back to its owner from a 
foreign line seems to be in need of 
heavy repairs and the roads 
been unable to make these repairs 
im time to store cars for the wheat. 
On May 15 there were 478.000 idle 
cares reported in the entire United 
States. Kansas railroad officials as. 
Serted that less than 175.000 of thes> 
idle care were serviceable. The 
others were idle but were in such 
bad order that they had to go to the 
shops. The six big Kansas roads 
Show that 12 per cent of the cars 
they own are in repair shops. They 
have fewer cars this vear than at the 
Same time a year ago. The railroad 
Service reports to the Kansas Public 
Utilities Commission indicate that 
June 15 the roads had only 92 per 
cent of the cars they owned were 
on their own lines while a year ago 


they had 97 yer cent of their cars.

Were Counting on 21,000 Cara 

On the promise of the railroads to 
store 21,000 cars, Kansas bankers 
have been counting. This would be 
sufficient to take care of the wheat 
loadings until about Aug. 5.

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IN CAMPAIGN ON 
“THE CATTLE TICK 


Federal, State and County 
Stock Raisers to Eradicate 
the Insect Pest. 


DIPPING OF ANIMALS 
IS MOST EFFECTIVE 


Progressive Farmer, Who 
Finds Other Method Ac- 


complishes Best Results. 
Tried Inoculation of Stock, 


Special to the Post.Dispatch 

ATLANTA. Ga.—Cattie ticks are 
fighting a losing battie in Georgia 
this year. The attempted invasion is 
being effectively suppressed by the 
co-operative efforts of Federal. 
State and county employes, working 
with the stock raisers. The famous 
battle cry. “They shall not pass!” 
has been revised in the fight with 
the blood-sucking parasites to “They 
shall not live!" for a united effort is 
being made to eliminate the last tick 
in a number of counties in the State. 

There are in operation in Georgia 
3291 dipping vats, in which cattle 
are immersed every 14 days. Dipping 
began early in the spring, the time 
when the most effective results in 
tick eradication are obtained. During 
March approximately half a million 
cattle splashed through the dipping 
VYats in the State. 

The April reports show that 8§33.- 
434 cattle were dipped under Feder- 
el, State and county supérvisioa. 
This is a very good record, say spe- 
cialists of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, when it is con- 
sidered that Georgia is essentially a 
cotton-growing State and that the 
cattle industry has been neglected 
on account of the handicaps presen(- 
ed by the presence of ticks. 

“Dipped” Cattle Are Marked. 

Now all cattle that have been 
Gipped in Georgia are marked with 
paint. and this plan has given very 
satisfactory results in getting to the 
dipping vats animals pastured on the 
open range that might otherwise 
miss regular dipping. The use of 
whose duty it is to 
search for and dip cattle that are 
not marked, was considerably  in- 
creased during April 

In Georgia, ag in al! other South- 
ern States where the fight against 
cattle ticks has been waged, there is 
always more or less opposition to the 
tick-eradication movement. Recent- 
ly a meeting was held in one Georgia 
town for the purpose of protesting 
against the further dipping of cattle 
in the county. A progressive farmer 
who had experienced unsatisfactory 
results in raising cattle under tick 
conditions read a notice of this 
meeting of protest and immediately 
wrote a letter to the president of th» 
bank in the town in which the meet- 
ing was held. In this letter he said:

HILE I am penning

Finance Committee of the League 
of Nations are at work in Vienna 
deliberating together with the Aus- 
trian Government about a scheme 
the ultimate aim of which is to get 
Austria internation:] credits for the 
re-establishment of an equilibrium 
in her public budget. Weare hope- 
ful that the efforts of the League 
of Nations wiil succeed Iu any 
case, we gratefully acknowledge the 
fact that the attitude of the victo- 
rious great Powers towards Austria 
has undergone rN fundamental 
change. They have ceased to be our 
enemies not only technically, but 
they are evidently sympathetic and 
have our welfare at heart. 

This change of feeling in the au- 
thoritative quarters is probably due 
to the growing realization of the ac- 
tual position of Austria, and the 
fact that the peace of St. Germain 
matured effects which we are safe 
to assume were not intended by the 
victorious great Powers. 

To understand these effects it is 
well to consider the history of the 
late Austria. 

Monarchy's Singular Formation. 

The _former Austro-Hungarian 
monarchy was one of the most singu- 
lar formations of history. Not natu- 
ral geographical . conditions, not 
sameness nor similarity of nations, 
but a peculiar coincidence in the 
dynastic succession welkied this mon- 
archy. In 1526 the King of Hun- 
gary fell in battle against the Turks, 
and, as fate willed it, he was the 
same man who, owing to @ chain of 
circumstances, had been also the 
King of Bohemia 

Now the medieval covenants of 
succession which puzzle us today re- 
sulted in these two countries, which 
were inhabited by two nationalities 
absolutely divergent in race and civil- 
ization, becoming the inheritance of 
the Hapsbures 

The Hapsburgs owned a. loose 
group of mountain territories which 
were largely inhabited by Germans, 
but in the south, also by Slavs and 
ltalians. 

This was the origin 
curious phenomenon, the 
Hungarian monarchy. to which, in 
consequence of the disastrous dis- 
memberment of Poland (which, by 
the way, the wise Empress of Aus- 
tria, Maria Theresa, strongly op- 
posed), parts of Poland were added. 

The last acquisition of the Haps- 
burgs, who were always on the look- 
out for new lands, was Bosnia ana 
Herzegovina, a country which had 
formerly belonged to Turkey, for the 
most part inhabited by Serbs. sitv- 
ated at the meeting point of the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian monarchy and the 
Balkans.

which, at present, are separated 
from Austria. 

The way of provisioning Austria 
was also peculiar Vienna, the big 
center of commerce and industry. 
lived comfortably and easily on the 
surplus production of the vast plains 
which surround it to the north and 
east. The Alpine regions whose 
inhabitants made a living ny their 
own industries or by accommodating 
the’ many strangers who came there 
as to a summer resort, were hardly 
able to provision themselves and 
were absolutely unable to spare any- 
thing for Vienna. 

Fifty-Two Million Cut to Six Mil- 
lion. 

Of the large monarchy with its 
52,000,000 inhabitants, no more than 
6,000,000 are left. The vast. fertile 
plains, where the coal deposits and 
the oil springs are. have been al- 
lotted to Poland, Hungary, Jugo- 
Slavia and Czecho-Slovakia 

The Austria of today is composed 
of rough, not very fertile mountain- 
land «@n part high peaks with bare 
wide-stretched masses of rock and 
giacier), and of Vienna with its 2,- 
000,000 inhabitants 

Now, it is true that Vienna~-has 
kept its bie banks, its commercial 
centers, and its trade: yet a large 
number of factories that belonged 
to the Viennese are now situated in 
other states; trade is crippled, ow- 
ing to a whole system of prohibi- 
tions and duties originating with the 
neighboring states which interfere 
with the transports to Vienna, and 
owing to the lack of transportation. 

To this must be added the facts 
that the population is exhausted in 
consequence of several years of fam-

TUNNEL AND STERN- WHEELER. 

The tunnel type of towboat as compared with the 
patriarchal stern-wheeler was interestingly discussed 
in the Post-Dispatch yesterday by Col. Humpbrey,

The one big advantage of the tunnel type is its 
fuel economy, but this is offset, in large part, by 
its greater liability to accident and the greater diffi- 
culty and costs of repairs. The Natchez, for in- 
stance, first of the tunnel boats to be operated, has 
been in service for about 194 days, during which it 
has been out of commission 110 days, or more than 
half the time. Meanwhile, the stern-wheeler, Choc- 
taw, in operation during the same period, has had 


‘only 22 days of disablement. 


The tunnel type also requires a greater depth, 
which will probably incapacitate it for service above 
Cairo during the low-water mo But the tunnel- 
type progressives are not discouraged. Already im- 
provements have been made by which the liability to 
accident has been reduced and repair problems sub- 
simplified. With experience further prog- 
ress will be made. The fact that the stern-wheeler 
ean still compete favorably in many respects with 
the latest type of river boat emphasizes the unwisdom 
abandoning our rivers.

Whether the new tariff bill is a good or bad 
thing depends upon the point of view.

The total revenue anticipated 
from such a schedule is estimated by Congress- 
man Fordney, in charge of the bill, at $700,- 
000.000. Congressman Garner of Texas thinks 
this will mean an additional cost to the pub- 
lic of $2,.000,000,000. So there you have 
it Do vou belie, helping Europe pay us 
the $11.000,000,000 she owes us? Then you 
agree with Wall street, which calls such a tar- 
iff at this time the height of political stupidity. 
Do you believe we need such a tariff to pro- 
tect our own industry from dumping at a time 
when Europe is crazy to sell goods?

Do you belleve 
we are making it impossible for Europe to pay 
us her war debts and going into our pockets 
to support such a tariff as well?
